Paris, Fan. 7. Summary of the operations of the King’s 
f{quadron, commanded ‘by: the Count d’Eltaing, Vice Ad- 
mirtal of brance, afterthe taking of Grenada; and the naval 
engagement off that ifland with Admiral Byron’s fquadron. 

A detachment of the King’s thips and fi igates, under the 
orders of Captain de Suffren, went to make the iflands of 
Curiacou and the Unton capitulate, and receivéd the oath of 
allegiance of ‘ths inhabitants.’ ‘The Sieur Montet, Gover- 
nor of the ifland of St Vincent, performed the fame opera- 
tion in the iflands of Beconya. ‘The furrender of the other 
little Grenadines followed immediately that of the principal 
iflands.

The 15th of September the Englith General was fum- 
moned to furrendet the ‘place, and’on his refufal the fiege 
was begun: ‘It was carried on with as much vigour as the

made a fally the 24th of September, and were repulfed with 
lofs, and the Sieur O’Dun purfued them as far as their én- 
trenchments. anne ee? 

The impoffibility of continuing afiege in form, againit 
faperior forces, decided the Count @Ettaing to order the 
attack on the entrenchments the gth of Oftober. ‘The ene-
